WasnixnoTon, January 13.—[Special.]—Sen- 
gtor Vance made an eloquent speech today in 
gupport of the resolution offered by Senator 
Brown, a few days ago,proposing to abolish in- 
ternal revenue taxation. He said: The issue 
bas at last been made up for the American 
esople. It is, shall taxation be enforced for 
support of the government or for the en- 
ridhkment of individuals. The Imposition of 
war taxes by the republicah party in times of 
not for the needs of the government, 
ae tor ihe greed of the protected classes, has 
drought a surplus into the treasury and now 
the thing to be done is to reduce this taxation 
gntil there shall be nothing left in the 
treasury beyond the requirements of the 
t overninent, For the most part 
£ propositions of the democratic 
members of this body, following the tide of the 
president, are to begin and end with the tarifi. 
Fre republicans, on the other hand, propose 
fo begin by reducing in part the internal reve- 
nue taxes and by adding to the free list those 
things coming from abroad which cannot be 

aucedin this country, and which do not 
ecmpete with our own manufactures. -I refer, 
to begin with, both the internal revenue and 
the tariff on the necessaries of life. 

He then spoke of the first excise taxes being 
levied in 1791 to meet the war debt of the 
struggle for independence. They were re- 

aled in 1805, and again resorted to in 1512 to 

8{5, which were again repealed finally within 
a few years after the close of the war 
which occasioned them. From that time 
nti! 1862 no excise taxes were levied. Then 
was begun that onerous system of tariff and in- 
terna! taxation, which has had no parallel in 
ali modern history, which drew from the peoe 

lg within ten years the incredible sum of 

3,738,156,870, or an average of $374,000,000 per 
annum, aud even now no part of the tariff 
taxes have been reduced to any considerable 
degree, but on the contrary many have been 
fnereased, and while many items have been 
reieved from internal taxation, the chief ob- 
jeots—sjirits and tobacco—have been retained, 
and the proceeds of income therefrom is al. 
most cqual to the average of war times. Now, 
why should this tax not be repealed? 
Do we need to resort to this 
odious system any longer ? The 
answer furnished by the treasury department 
isthat we do not. In round numbers, and ap- 
proximately, the surplus coming inio the treas- 
ury is just about equa! to the receipts from in- 
ternal taxation. That if these taxes were 
abolished tomorrow not another dollar would 
be required to replace them for the ordinary 
purposes of the government. 

The increase in population would naturally 
bring an increase of consumption, and, of 
course, of revenue also. It is not necessary 
that we should at any time Keep a surplus in 
the treasury, however slight. It involves 
other and far more important results, as much 
as thot money is to the poor people. It in- 
volves the right of aman to do what he may

He, therefore, submitted 
that, while it was justand right to remit to 
the states the sums which they had failed to 
pay, and to refund moneys which state treas- 
urers had paid to the United States, it was not 
wise or expedient to pay to state treasurers 
moneys that had never come from them. 

After several senators had spoken upon the 
bill, a motion to proceed te executive business 
was made by Mr. Riddleberger, who was pro- 
ceeding Sto state his understanding of an 
agreement to doso today, when he was inform- 
ed by the presiding oflicer that debate was not 
in order. 

Mr. Kiddleberger demanded the yeas and 
nays on his motion. The yeas and nays were 
taken and the motion was rejected. Yeas 26; 
nays 26. A party vote except that Mr. Riddle- 
berger yoted with the democrats in favor of the 
motion, 

After some remarks by Mr. Call, in opposi- 
tion to the bill, Mr. Riddieberger renewed his 
motion to proceed to executive business, and 
the motion was again defeated. Yeas26; nays 
27; Mr. Riddleberger again voting with the 
democrats. 

A majority of senators do not understand 
that there was any agreement for an executive 
session today, but, on the contrary, that there 
was 2 tacit acquiescence in the wish expressed 
by some senators last night that no action 
should be attempted until Monday on the La- 
mar case, and cabinet nominations. The votes 
of today are not held to have any significance 
as bearing upon the result in the Lamar case, 
Since some of Mr. Lamar’s friends abstained 
from voting, in consequence of what they un- 
derstood to be the tacit understanding of yese 
terday. 

The bill was then laid aside and Mr. Vance 
proceeded to address the senate on the resolu- 
tion offered by}Mr. Brown, proposing to abolish 
internal revenue taxation. 

The resolution was laid aside; and then 
Blair’s cducational bill was taken up, and a 
constitutional argument made against it by 
Mr. Gray. : 

During Mr. Gray’s speech, Messrs.‘ George 
and Blair frequently interjected remarks and 
questions, and the remainder of the session was 
occupied by a debate between these three 
gentlemen.

Mr. Mills, of Texas, moved an adjournment 
until Monday. Lost—yeas 59, nays 153. 

Mr. Mills then rising to a question of privil- 
eve, stated that during the day he had as- 
sured gentlemen on both sides of the house 
that there would be no session tomorrow. He 
was, therefore, placed in a false position, and 
he disclaimed any responsibility for the refusal 
of the honse toadjourn over. [Laughter on 
the republican side. | 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, who had been instru- 
mental in inducing the house to vote down the 
motion, said that he hoped the gentleman 
would do himthe justice to say that he (Hatch) 
had no information about the matter. 

Mr. Mills sugwested that the house was more 
disposed to follow the gentleman from Mis- 
souri (Hatch) than to follow him, 

Mr. Hatch hoped that the house would 
always follow him when he was right. 

Mr. Mills retorted that it was the other side 
of the house that had fellowed the gentleman. 

Mr. Hatch rising, said that in view of the 
fact that Mr. Milis had stated to several gen- 
tlemen that there would be no session tomeor- 
row, he would ask unanimous consent to have 
the vote by which the house had refused to ad- 
journ over reconsidered. 

But Mr. Mills interposed an objection and 
again submitted a motion to adjourn until 
Monday, amid derisive laughter from the re- 
publicans. 

This time Mr. Mills was successful, Mr. 
Hatch bimself gracefully voting in the aftirm- 
ative, and the motion was carried—yeas 115, 
nays 10s—and accordingly the house at 5:15, 
adjourned.

Wasnincton, January 13.—Four naval 
vessel are at New York which will start 
on a long cruise in afew days.

Her orders are 
to visit Cape Verde islands and Monte Video, 
and then proceedto Valparaiso, by way of Ma- 
gellan strait. She will be followed to sea by 
the Enterprise, which will go to Boston for 
coa!. and then sail direct for Gibraltar to join 
the European station. Her orders require 
her to receive all naval prisoners 
at the Cob dock, New York, and to. transport 
them to the new prison at the navy yard. 
ton’s prisop at Cob dock is to be discontinued. 
The Dolphin was taken out of the dry dock at 
the New York navy yard today, and will be 
put in readiness for a winter’s cruise in the 
West Indies.

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STUCK IN THE SNOW. 
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Railroad Businessin the West at 
a Standstill. 


WORST STORM EVER EXPERIENCED. 


Business Suspended—People Overtaken ‘by 
the Blizzard Succumb—Little School 
Children Perish—Full Details. 


—_———— 


St..Paun, January 13.—Yesterday’s storm 
was without exception, and considering the 
extent, worst that has ever been experienced 
in the northwest. Snow to the depth of 2 feet 
on aleveland fromito 15 feet in cuts, was 
sufficient to almost suspend the running of 
trains. But, added to this, the severe wind 
which blew in some parts and the blizzard 
which raged in others, it has suspended rail- 
way business entirely. Freight trains were 
hung up early yesterday, not a wheel moving 
in the afternoon. Passenger trains, one by one, 
followed suit, and by eight o’clock last night 
there was no attempt at running a train at any 
point west 6f St. Paul. The eastern lines, 
however, tried hard to keep their tracks open, 
but without success. 

St. Paunt, Minn., January 13.—The stom 
cleared up early this morning, but up to this 
evening the only trains arriving or departing 
were the suburban, with the sole exception of 
the Wiseonsin Central from Chicago, which 
cameo in shortly afternoon behind four engines. 
Tonight the Burlington and Wisconsin Cen- 
tral started their Chicago trains @@t on time, 
and the Northwestern a little later. Neither 
the Milwaukee nor Minnesota and North- 
western started their Chicago trains tonight. 
The last train on the Minnesota and North- 
western left here night before last. The Mil- 
waukee express, from Chicagd, due here at 9 
this morning, has not arrived at 9 tonight. 

At six o’clock this morning reports from 
various points along the several roads were 
discouraging, andit was almost decided to 
abandon everything, but snow plows, engines 
and trains were sent out, and are now stuck 
on some hill or laying up at some station along 
the lines. The Northern Pacific, Manitoba 
and Mitwaukee on its Minnesota and Dakota 
division made no effort to start, and will not 
do so until there is at least a possibility 
of their getting through. Branch 
line trains were all abandoned 
at junctional points last night and 
there is no predicting when they will be open- 
ed. Itis thought that some of them will be 
closed for six weeks, and on top of this condi- 
tion of things it is feared the worst is to come. 
The wind is blowing hard on almost all the 
lines today and the cuts are being filled in as 
fast as they are cleaned out. 

The storm of yesterday is now raging in 
Iowa. Besides that, another storm, or a con- 
tinuation of the present one, is expected to 
strike Minnesota Sunday, in which case there 
is no.telling what the result will be. It is 
raging in Idago today, and the thermometer at 
various point# along the Northern Pacific is 
as low as ten degrees below zero. 

Manitoba reports from the northrest indicate 
a cold wave with high wind coming from that 
direction, In fact, things look so dubious to- 
day that railway men will not venture an opin- 
ion when trailic will again be resumed. Fach 
line is putting forth every effort to keep their 
Chicago line open, but even that is almost an 
impossibility. At noon today nota train had 
come into Omaha, the “limited” being 
reported nearer than any other one. With 
the exception of suburban trains and the 
Sionx{City express’over the Omaha wuich came 
in at 2 a..m., s6éven Hours late, notatrain has 
come into St. Paul since last night. All trains, 
however, are at points where passengers can 
well be cared for. All trains over the western 
division have been abandonediand{noetiort will

Shortly after 
one o’clock the city was thrown into the 
wildest excitement by a report that a number 
of children, on their way home from school, 
had lost their way and were wandering around 
on the prairie in the blinding storm. earch. 
ing parties were soon organized, aud with 
long ropes, to which they held, 
they went to search for the missing ones, and 
while one party was engaged in getting chil- 
dren from the school house to their homes, 
another was searching for children that had 
left the schoolhouse and lost their way, and it 
was not until late in the afternoon that it was 
detinitely ascertained that all were safely 
housed. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., January 13. —Itis twent7 
degrees below zero tonight and reports from 
other parts of the state are often to the effect 
that it is even colder in some sections. Rail- 
roads have had a bad time of it and nearly 
every train from the west and north was sev- 
eral hours late and on the Divi Chein and St. 
Paul road, passengers as well as freight trains 
were! suspended on account of big drifts 
in the cuts. The engines that crawled in from 
the north resembled heavy cakes of ice, and 
snow plows have been at work all day and it is 
not expected that passenger trains will be 
stalled on any of the reads in the division. 

OmaAHA. Neb., January 13.—Fred Eller, a 
cigarmaker, was found this morning, frozen 
to death within a block of his boardinghouse. 
Two school children started for their houses, 
about three o’cleck yesterday, and have not 
been heard from since. A large number of 
people went over to Council Bluffs 
yesterday and last night, and 
it was reported this morning 
that a number had been lost. All have been 
accounted for, however, except one young lady 
who has not been found. It is feared she has 
perished. The thermometer is sixteen Ge- 
grees below tonight, and is falling rapidly. | 

CuieaAGo, January 13.—Railroading in 
northern Wisconsin and the entire territory 
westofthere as far as the Rocky mountains 
has been practically suspended since noon yes- 
terday. A few belated passenger trains man- 
aged to reach their destination, many hours 
late, but a great many are snowed in at inter- 
mediate points. Several branch lines are re- 
ported so badly blocked by drifts that they 
may be closed for six weeks. No attempt was 
made today to send out trains on the trunk 
lines from great railroed centers. such as St. 
Pauly Minneapolis or Duluth. Extreme cold 
and high winds with heavy snow brought 
about this state of affairs. 

BRAINERD, Minn., January 18.—The entire 
line of the Norghern Pacific from Lake Supe- 
rior to Dakota, as well as the Brainerd and St. 
Paul division, is entirely blocked by the storm. 
Both St. Paul tfains were blocked shortly 
after getting out of the Minneapolis yard. 

Str. Pav, Minn., January 13,—A ‘Winnipeg 
special to the Pioneer Press says the sterm 
which began yesterday morning extends 
throughout the territories. Nearly all Cana- 
dian Pacific trains have been abandoned. 

At Faulkton, Dakota, storm lasted forty- 
eight hours. Ten o’clock in morning yesterday 
until- dark there was notten minutes that

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SMOKED THEM ODT. 


A Large Fire in Detroit—Work of the 
Flames Elsewhere. 

Dernrorr, Mich., January 13.—At 11:30 to- 
night fire broke out in.a building adjoining the 
Free Press, quickly enveloping the latter build- 
ing with smoke. The printers left their cases 
aud the editors their desks, and inside of ten 
minutes the building was deserted. The 
entire department is on the scene, but the fire 
appears to be beyond control. 

NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., January 13.—What 
promises, at this hour (12:30 2. m.,) to prove 
the most disastrous fire ever known in this 
city, broke out tonight at 11 o'clock. At that 
hour an alarm called a portion of the fire de- 
partment toSouth Meridian and Maryland 
streets, in the wholesale district. The fire, as 
now stated, was first discovered in a cellar in 
rear of 1). P. Erwin & Co.'s dry goods house. 

Other alarms brought more engines and 
mere hose, but their efforts are without avail, 
and the flames are spreading rapidly. To the 
north of Erwin’s was lorated the wholesale 
meee house of George W. Stout & Co., and 

y 12 o’clock both buildings—handsome four- 
story structures, stored with valuable mer- 
chandise—were destroyed. On the south a 
new four-story building, belonging to Perrson 
& Wetzel, just completed but not yet occupied, 
was consumed. The extensive dry goods house 
of Byrm, Cornelius & Co., north 
of Stout & Co’s., was in danger 
for >, time but will probably be saved. 

The intense heat from the building on the 
east side of the street, in spite of the efforts of 
the firemen, started a blaze in the cornices of 
buildings on the west side. and the firms of 
Tanner & Sullivan, tanner’s supplies; C. B. 
Conners’ Sons, overalis; McLee & Branham, 
boots and shoes, and Pearson & Wetzell, 

ueensware, are almost certain to be burned. 

he night is clear and frosty with but little 
wind, and the broad, shana street is lighted 
for blocks by the flame, and thousands of peo- 
ple are viewing the costly illumination. 


STRIKE ON THE COURIER-JOURNAL, 


Over One Hundred Printers Leave Their 
Cases. 

LoumnsvVILLE,Ky., January 13.—Over onejhun- 
dred printers, a third of all the union printers 
here have been on the Courier-Journal payroll. 
Tonight, all these, exceptsix, are ona strike. 
The strike against the job. offices, in progress 
several weeks, was largely supported by these 
men by a ten per cent assessment. They will 
now need to be — and another assess- 
ment of printers throughout the country must 
bemade. Already applications from twice the 
number necessary to fillthe cases have been 
received. W.N. Haldeman, president of the 
Courier-Journal company, said this afternoon:

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THE BUSINESS PULSE. 


Trade Report for the Past Week—Failures, 
Ete. 

New York, January 13.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of the trade says: 

With perbaps a little more than the usual dullness 
for tie tirst haif of January business sti progresses 
without momentary pressure, or unusual em? arrass- 
ment from failure of collections in any part of the 
country. While failures at some points are numer- 
ous, the agerezate is less frequent than a month 
ago. Within thirty or sixty days payments on large 
fall purchases will be required, and some increase 
in failures would not be surprising, for the shrink- 
age in business toward the end of tast year indicated 
that there had been over confident buying in some 
depariments. But the new year opens with less 
en arrassments from that or other causes than’ was 
reasonably aoprehended. Syecu'ative markets are 
generally dull, which is not a bad symptom for le- 
gitimate trade. 

I :dustries are somewhat disturbed by strikes and 
loyisiative or business unc ruinties. The great coal 
strike grows more effective and outside of stock ex- 
change circles does not seem nearan end, but the 
actual output of coal for the first week of January 
was 5.3 per cent larger than forthe same week last 
year. TLe shortness of supplyjand high prices disturb 
manuiactorics at Philadelphia and many other 
points, aud it may prcve unfortunate for northern 
producers that they are just now led by the tempo- 
rary stoppage of some furnace to Bold prices steady, 
when southern makers are effecting contracts at $2 
for No. 1, and $16 for milliron. In rails thereis no 
change andsales of bar at $1.90 at Philadelphia 
showsa weakness.

ing tax-collector’s bond, after discharging the 

fi. fa. issued against them and their insolvent 
principal and thus satisfying the state for all 
taxes ed to it from the tax psyers of the coun- 
ty for the given year, are subrogated for their 
reimbursement to the rights of the state for the 
uncollected taxes of that year; and when exe- 
cutions for unpaid state taxes have not been 
issued, may recover such taxes by bill in equi- 
ty. There is no strictly legal remedy available 
to the sureties, and hence equity will intervene 
for their relief.

Bleckley, C. J.—Personal property brought 
‘into a justice’s court by garnishment and or- 
dered to be sold, being claimed by the debtor 
as exempt, he asserting his claim by affidavit 
of illegality, and the illegality being sustained 
first by the court and afterwards by the jury 
on appeal, the debtor was entitled to have pos- 
session of the property at once, no order being 
obtained to hold it longer; and the constable 


| is not liable on his bond for yielding the pos- 


session, though afterwards a certiorari was 
sued out, the judgment reversed, and upon a 
new trial had in the justice’s court, the proper- 
ty found subject, and a fresh order for sale 
granted, and though the property, in the mean- 
time, had been put by the debtor out of reach, 
and the plaintiff thereby lost all the fruits of 
the litigation.

Blandford, J.—1. Where one who was the 
administrator de bonis non of one deceased, 
and also the administrator of the wife of such 
decedent, reduced the property of the two 
estates to money and cited the heirs at law of 
both decedents, who were the Same in each 
case, toa settiement before the court of ordi- 
nary, und by consent the two cases were tried 
| together, and upon an appeal to the superior 
| court they were again tried together under the 
| game consent, and a mistrial resulted, there 
| was no error, upon a second trial, in over- 
‘ruling an objection by the administrator 

to their being again tried together and order- 
| ing them to be so tried, although no order for 
| consolidation had been taken, the question in 
| the case being whether the money returned by 
the administrator as belonging to one of the 
estates in fact belonged to the other, and the 
effect thereof upon advancements made to cer- 
tain of the heirs. 

2. The case has been fairly tried; the ver- 
dict was supported by the evidence; and there 
was no error in refusing to grant a new trial.

Henderson, trustee, vs. Zachry & Overby. 
Claim, from Rockdale. Trusts and Trustees. 
Landlerd and Tenant. Title. Practice in 
Supreme Court. Executions. Levy and 
Sale. (Before Judge Boynton.) 

Simmons, J.—1. On August 29, 1573, an 
owner of land executed to another, as trustee 
for the wife of the maker ,a deed of gift to cer- 
tain lands for the sole and separate use of his 
wife for life and after her death to such chil- 
dren asshe might leave living at the time 
thereof, share and share alike, with power, in 
writing, to authorize the trustee to sell any 
part or the whole of the trust estate and to re- 
invest the procecds, and also with power in her 
to appoint another trustee in case of the death 
of the trustee named or his removal from 
the _ state. The husband =  and_ wife 
continued in the occupation and possession 
of the land, and in_ 188 rented it 
totenants. The trustee had nothing to do 
with the making of the contracts, but through 
an agent made arrangements to supply the 
f tenants with provisions and fertilizers, and 
they carried to the agent the rent cotton or its 
value, which he applied to the payment of the 
amount due for supplies and guano. One of 
the tenants delivered to this agend&the crops, 
except one bale of cotton, which he: delivered 
tothe husband of the life nsee. This cotton, 
together with certain corn, fodder, cétton-seed, 
and seed cotton in the field, was’ levied on 
under a fi. fa, against the wife, and a clain was 
interposed by the trustee: 

Held, that whether the trust was executed or 
executory, so long as the trustee allowed the 
wife to occupy and possess the Jand and to 
make contracts for the rent thereof, she was 
entitled to the rents, and the crops levied on 
belonged to her as the landlord, and not to the 
trustee. 

(a) There were no pleadings or evidence to 
show that the expenses of raising the crop had 
not been paid, and the question was notfraised 
in the court below whether the fi. fa. eould 
subject the proceeds of the land before such 
expenses were paid. 

(b) There was no error, under the facts of 
this case, in charging that ifthe property lev- 
ied on was raised on the plantation of the wife, 
the jury would be authorized to find it subject. 

2. Where an execution issued on December 
20, 1879, was made returnable ‘‘to the next reg- 
ular term said in January, 1880,’’ though 
some of the words of this direction were omit- 
ted by clerical error, there was enough toshow 
that the execution was returnable in January,

Story of a Ranchman Who Was Caught by 
Mexican Outlaws-—-#1,500 Ransom. | 
Metamoras, Mex., special to the New York | 
Sun: The Cronista publishesan interview with Juan | 
Garcia Barrera relative to his abduction. On Aug- | 
ust 31 he le{t his ranch, the San Pedro, in Star ecoun- 
ty, Texas, en route to Mier. At&a.m., when at La | 
Retamoso, three miles from his ranch, he saw near | 
a thicket four men, whom le took for rangers. He 
went on, and when within six {paces of them they 
covered him with firearms, and taking him intoa 
thicket put a sentry at his back, and informed him 
that in a few minutes he was to be killed. They 
took the food he had previded for the road, and 
breacfasted, offering him some, but he could not 
eat. The captain of the bandits told him that he 
Was sorry that they had captured him, as they had 
very bad informaticn of him, and they must kill 
him. 

He then told the captain that in his valise was 
$200, American money, which they had found and 
took. The party remained in the thickct until 
dark, when they took a pair of drawers from the 
valise and covered h s face with them. He thought 
they were going to shoot him, and told the captain 
they need not bandage his eyes. He was told to 
keep quiet, and was put on his horse on the saddie 
of one of the party, and they started off. Two 
hours later they arrived at the Encinel, and with

up he was seated on the ground and kept until 
dawn, when the bandage was removed. He asked 
for the captain, but was told that he was asleep and 
«ould not be disturbed. 
One of the band, Pancho Flores, who was killed 


in Nucvo Leon, wanted him killed, but Gutierrez | 


wanted tosaye his life. The rien quarreled and 
nearly fought over the question. The next day the 
captain asked him what he would give for his life, 
and he oftered the $200 they had and $500 more. The 
captain asked $3,000. Barrera told him he had no 
such sum of money and could not raise it. The cap- 
tain then reduced the sum $1,500. Barrera told him 
that within a week’s time he could raiseit, After 
some haggling it was thus fixed. He then wrote to 
his son telling him that he had been captured by 

onnewukd rsons, and that he wished sent to Mac- 
rio Ramirez his draft of $1,500, to be paid without 
question. 

The bandits made him change the date on which 
he was captured to the 1st and the place to the Tor- 
recella, near the Seahunada, over fifty miles from 
where he was actually taken. He was taken back 
to near his ranch, and one of the bandits took the 
letter and delivered it to his son. He was then 
taken to the house of Gonzalo, where they stopped 
tosup. That night and the next day they passed in 
a thicket near Santa Cruz. Next day they went to 
the Patitos, where they stayed nine cays in a 
thicket. On the expiration ofthe time given him 
to have the money sent they gave him another 
week, telling him if at the end of that time tne 
money was not ready

S‘onk was offered to them instead of money, but 
they told Ramirez,who was to give them the money, 
that they were not so foolish, and that they must 
have the money ina draft on the bank of the Rio

At the end of nine days the bandits told Barrera 
that they were pu:scel aNd that they must cross to 
Mexico, which they did, near the Y:llareals ranch, 
ata place called Cienaga. Three of the bandits 
crossed the river and the other, with two more who 
had joined them, stopped on the Texas side. They 
passed six daysin Cienaga. The money had been 
sent, but he was kept to signa receipt which read 
that the $1,500 was given te save his life and that of 
hts sons and family, and that the party to whom it 
was given was never to be revealed on pain of 
death to all. 

On the 17th, the money having been paid on the 
Amoazican bank of the river at the Gruella. Marion 
Acaizagoata wanted to have Barrera killed any way. 
On the 19th, after signinz a document swearing 
never to reveal the identity of the bandits, he was 
taken toward Reynoia. Ai the Brietas the bandage 
wos taken from his eyes, and at night, in front of 
Reynosa Viego, he was turned loose. 

Mr. Barrera is 52 years of age, and a prominent 
stockman and Mason, He was treated to a great 
deal of cruelty, being obliged to eat the bones of 
the badly cooked meats the Lanitits had. He was 
taken blindfolded through the thickets, his cloth- 
ing was torn to fragments, he was often drenched 
with rain. and his garments had todry on his p5- 
son. He was subjected tothe constant insults of 
the bandits who threatened his life. These men 
are now, thanks tothe activity of General Veta, 
prisoners. Four more bandits, Jose Honia and Fran- 
cisco Cantu, Gonzalo Contreras. and one Ramirez, 
were captured yesterday up the river and sent in,

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PAINTING HIM BLACK. 
Rev. Dr. Howard Passes 7 hrough Auguseta— 
Collecting Evidence for His Damage Suit. 

From the Augusta, Ga.. Chronicle 


There passed through Augusta a day or two 
ago.a striking looking personage op his way to 
Carolina. He was square, clerical looking and 
heavily bearded, and his full figure and bright 
blue eyes gave him an English appearance. 

The Rev. Frederick Howard, D. D., of Jack- 
son, Tenn., is by birth a Londoner. He came 
through our city on his way ‘o Carolina to col- 


lect evidence in a libel case in which he is | 


suing sixteen prominent members of the First 
Baptist church of Jackson, including the pas- 
poe, Bee the Tennessee Baptist paper published 
in Memphis, for $50,000 damages. 

A reporter saw Mr. Howard as he was goin: 
through Augusta. He istaking testimony, an 
§ives an interesting history of his case, with 
some incidents of his life which read like a real 
romance, 

The charges which he 1s now fighting as li- 
belling give the doctor a fearful record. He is 
determined to disprove them, and to this end 
has ‘heen twice in England in the past year, 
and isnow getting up testimony in Georgia 
and Carolina. These charges were in brief: 
That he had borne two or three aliases in South 
Carolina and Georgia as ‘‘Howlett,” ‘Hew- 
lett” and “Howardd;” that he had eloped 
with another man’s wife in South Carolina: 
had associated with negroes; had been guilty 
of malfeasance while an official, and other 
damaging allegations. 
ant: Howarc talked with great frankness. 

Phere is a slight admixture of truth in these 
things,”’ said he, “which, with gross exaggera- 
tion and perversion, has made up the scenes 
which you have alr@edy printed.” 

‘The facts are these: While a boy I had a 
disagreement with my father and came to 
America under the alias of “Hewlett.” I was 
reckless and adventurous en in 1873 made a 
ae on the Arctic expedition in search of the 
Polaris. This, by the way, is one of the things 
by which I am charged with being an imposter. 
I returned and settled in Carolina and became 
an attorney, receiving, as other white men did, 
an appointment under Governor Chamberlain. 
I was a trial justice in Colleton county. This 
is the way they got the charge that I was asso- 
ciating with nezroes and was guilty of malfeas- 
ance. Ihadtaken evidence, however, to dis- 
prove this point. I have never submitted to 
any association with the negrorace. I did not 
draw my ideal from “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,”’ or 
the writings of. Wilberforce. I had met the 
negro in other countries, and had never been a 
champion of these people. 

*‘How about the charge of clopement with 
another man’s wife ?”’ 

‘That was §false. I did become intimate 
with a woman in Carolina,and that I acknowl- 
edged in mya@iswer. When J found I was be- 
coming involved, I left Carolina and moved 
to Georgia. I joined the Baptist church, en- 
tered the ministry and settled in Forsyth. 
Then I went to Marietta. I taught school in 
Atlanta, and finally went to Tennessee.” 

‘‘How did your troubles commence there?” 

“TI was formerly pastor of the First Baptist 
church, but withdrew and founded the Cen- 
tralchurch. Istarted a paper and criticised 
the conduct of the Baptist college there, 
charging mismanagement and misappropria- 
tion of its funds. It was in the Tennessee 
Baptist, of Memphis, that these charges 
against my past career and private character 
then came out. I have been twice married, 
my last wife being Miss Hughes of Jackson. 
Il was married in October, 1884.”’ 

‘What else did they charge you with ?” 

“Everything. They accused me of using 
the title of D. D. without authority. It was 
in fact bestowed upon me by the college at 
Auburn, Ala.”’ 

‘IT commenced this suit for 850,000 a year 
azo. The trial wiil come off in February. 
Court is now in sessionin Jackson.”’ 

Dr. Howard said that he had been accused 
of being a professional pugilist. This arose 
from the fact that he was an expert boxer and 
swordsman, and used to teach his friends the 
manly art over in California. The doctor 
facetiously remarked that there was a time 
when he was handy. with the gloves, and would 
be willing even now to settle this suit under 
(Jueensbury rules. 

Dr. Howard attended the southern Baptist 
convention in Angusta in 1885, and took a 
prominent part in the debate for the admission 
of the lady delegates from Arkansas.

arm was seen in motion as If engaged 
in the act of sawins. The watcheis 
remained quiet some time, watching 
his movements, Shortly past ten o’cloek they 
entered his cell, and this is what they found, 
Woolfolk had ripped the rim off from around his 
dinner plate, and tw isied it into a piece of wire,and 
w th that he hal picked the two locks of the iron 
window of his cell, which he opened. He then 
raised the window sash, and all that remained be- 
tween him and lilerty were the iron bars,and at 
the time he was'd scovered he was busy sawing 
away the cement of the bricks about the iron bars. 
He had already removed one brick from fos ticn, 
and loosened several others, and if not in‘terrupted 
in his work, would have made h's escape.

Excise Taxes and Tariff Reform. 

The Macon ‘Telegraph, which is not 
alwaysin a happy frame of mind when 
discussing revenue reform, gives a colamn 
or more to a review of some remarks made 
in these columns in behalf of the repeal of 
the internal revenue system. THE Con- 
STITUTION, backed by several successive 
legislatures, and, as it believes by an over- 
whelming majority of the democratic people 
of Georgia, demands the repeal of the entire 
internal revenue system, with its outrageous 
and un-American methods. 

In response to the foolish and absurd cry 
of “free whisky,’ which was invented by 
the organs of the whisky ring, and which 
has apparently deceived so clever a paper as 
the Macon Telegraph, Tne GONSTIrUTiIoNn 
stated that the matter of whisky

manufacture, as well as the traffic, would be | 


in control of the people of the states, to deal 
with it as they saw fit. Totax the manu- 
facture, as it is taxed now, would be to put 
into the treasuries of the states the money 
that now goes to swell the surplus in the 
federal treasury. 

But the Telegraph says that taxation by 
the state isan impracticable scheme, and 
proceeds to renew the ery of “free whisky.”’ 
Are weto gather from this that the Tele- 
graph is trying to convince its readers that 
there would be more whisky produced and 
consumed if the tax is repealed? Are we 
to understand the Telegraph as claiming 
that the federal tax acts as a restraint to 
either the production or consumption of 
whisky? Under all the circumstances, we 
do not see how such a claim could be made. 
It certainly could not be sustained. A 
whisky trust has just been organized to pre- 
vent over-production, ‘‘and for other pur. 
poses,’ Rather than pay the government 
tax on whisky for which there is no demand 
in the market the members of the whisky 
ring have exported thousands of barrels, 
and when there is a demand they will reim- 
port it free of duty. Isthe Telegraph ot 
the opinion that anybody who wants adrink 
of whisky refuses to buy it because of the 
tax imposed on its manufacture by the goy- 
ernment. We know very well that the 
Telecraph doesn’t believe any such non- 
pense. 

If there is any principle which is demo- 
cratic in its origin and in ifs maintenance, 
it is opposition to internal taxes levied by 
the federal government. They are classed 
as emercency taxes, and the moment the 
emergency has passed there has always been 
a demand for their repeal. 

“But,” savs the Telegraph in effect, “‘if 
we repeal the internal revenue taxes, the 
surplus will be disposed of and there can 
be no reduction of the revenue.”’?’ Now, by 
such arguinents as this it is sought to blind 
and deceive the people... With the internal 
taxes repealed, the surplus will be more 
than disposed of. There will bea smait 
deficiency, and this deficiency can only be 
met by a reduction of duties, 

As Tut CONSTITUTION has pointed out 
time and again, there can be no material 
reduction of duties while the excise taxes 
are Jevied, for the reason that any reduction 
would simply add to the surplus by increas- 
ing the volume of imports. 

What the Telegraph would be at we do 
mot know, but what Brother Watterson 
and Brother Morrison are after is free trade 
“pure and simple—and this means _ the- 
destruction of southern industries, 


Tuk New York Sun and the World con- 
tinue their remarkable editorial war. There 
is a good deal of provinciality about these 
anctropolitan editors. 

Reciprocity With Canada. 

The question of a reciprocal treaty be- 
tween the United States and Canada is be- 
ing discussed, with a view particularly of 
effecting some kind of an understanding by 
which fugitives from justice may be appre- 
hended in either country and delivered to 
the authorities of the other. 

Tothe United States it is especia'ly im- 
portant that something of this kind be 
done. ‘Thousands of transgressors from 
this country are now in safety at liberty in 
Canada, and more are going there every 
day. Indeed, it is the criminal’s Mecca, 
and offers an inviting inducement for 
cashiers with short accounts, and rogues in 
general, to accomplish their rascally pur- 
poses here, and fly to its protecting arms 
before being caught up with. It is a dis- 
grace to both countries and it is to be 
earnestly hoped that it will be remedied by 
a reciprocal treaty, which will allow crimi- 
nals to be brought to speedy justice. 


AN earthquake may be necessary to arouse 
gome of our contemporaries to an apprecia- 
tion of genuine democracy, but none is 
needed to convince the people of Georgia 
that the infamous revenue system ought to 
be wiped out. & 

An Imaginary Disease. 

A short time ago the Philadelphia Medi- 
eal and Surgical Reporter discussed what it 
was pleased toterm ‘‘a genuine case of 
hydrophobia.”’ Ina later issue the editor 
admits that he was mistaken, and expresses 
the opinion that the case was one of lyssa 
phobia. In conclusion he says: | 

Let our readers take note that hydrophobia 

not seem able to bearthe face of scepticism; 
that it disappears where it is not talked about; that 
it flourishes where itis cultivated, as in France, 
and does not exist among savage and enlightened 
peoples. And let them sift carefully any case which 
geems hydrophobia, as to its history and symptoms: 
let them ¢ shew violence of act or of medication in 
treating it, and see what the result will be. 

The impression is growing in all civilized 
countries that there is no such disease as 
hydrophobia, and no such animal as a mad 
dog.

Hydrophobia may be 
adelusion, but it kills people and drives 
thein crazy. It throws whole communities 
into unreasoning panics, and causes the 
lives of many valuable dogs to be sacrificed 
every year. Science may clear up the mys- 
tery surrounding this alleged disease in the 
course of time, but the world will doubt- 
less have to wait for many centuries before 
the bottom facts come to light with sufficient 
proof t> satisfy the majority of mankind.

A Safe Investment. 

A communication in another column ex- 
plains the plan of the proposed subscription 
list for the Atlanta and Selma railroad. 

It will be seen that the subscribers will 
be securely guarded against loss and against 
early and vexatious assessments. Fully 
two-thirds of the amount necessary to build 
the road will have to be subscribed before 
any contracts can be let out for grading, 
etc, and before more than ten per cent can 
be collected for the expense of a survey. 

With this understanding, there is no 
reason why thisimportant enterprise should 
not receive immediate and liberal encourage- 
ment. The road can be built cheaply and 
safely, and it is time for our people to take 
hold of it in earnest. 


Democracy in Indiana, 

The democracy of Indiana is putting it- 
self in trim for the campaign of this year, 
and the indications are that it .will make a 
glorious fight and hold the state in the demo- 
cratic column. 

A conference of representative democrats 
from all parts of the state has just been held 
in Indianapolis, at which the greatest har- 
mony prevailed and the result of which in- 
spires confidence and enthusiasm.

There is nothing to show that 
this part of the country has been badly 
shakep up in the past two thousand years 
or that it will be in two thousand years to 
come. And yet, it must be admitted, that 
nobody can tell what is coming. We must 
be ready to accept the situation and make 
the best of it.

WHAT DISQUALIFIES THE BIRDS. 

The process of scoring is necessarily inter- 
esting, and the iteins that disqualify the birds 
are noteworthy. 

Games are disqualified when ‘‘the cocks or 
cockerels are not dubbed: the color of legs not 
matching when shown in pairs or trios; crook- 
ed backs, wry tails, duck feet, any artificial 
coloring, trimming or plucking foul feathers.’’ 

To disqualify the Brahmas, light or dark, 
the following are the specified conditions: 
“Birds not matching in the show]pen; comb 
falling over to either side, twisted feathers in 
the wings; shanks not feathered down the 
sides, outer toes neither feathered to the ex- 
tremities nor well covered by the shank feath- 
ers, nor of any other colorthan yellow or red- 
dish-yellow; vulture hocks; black appearing 
in the web of the feather of the back exccpt 
Slight dark or black stripes in saddle of the 
males near the tail; crooked backs; wry tails: 
cock not weighing nine pounds; hen not weigh- 
ing sevenand a half pounds: cockerel not 
Weighing seven and a half pounds; pullet not 
weighing six pounds.’ The standard weights 
are: Cocks, twelve pounds; cockcrel, ten 
Neca hen, ten ponnds; pullet, eight pounds. 
“wo points per pound is deducted for any 
delic:t from thestandard weights. #4 

Plymouth Rocks are disqualified when the 
following conditions are found: ‘Birds not 
matching in show pen, feathered legs, color of 
legs other than yellow (this does not include 
clouded scales, or those spotted with black), 
enameled white in ear lobes, lopped combs, 
crooked backs, wry tails, crossed or twisted 
beaks, splashes of white cr black in the plum- 
age, except in wing primaries and tails, red or 
brassy feathers inany partof the plumage, 
twisted feathers in wings or tails.”’ The stand 
ard weights are: Cocks,’ nine and a half 
pounds; hen, eight nounds: cockerel, eight 
pounds; pullet, six and a half pounds. 

The Leghorns, white, brown and black, are 
disyualitied if the following points are to be 
seen: ‘*Comb twisted or falling over to either 
side in cocks or cockere)s, rec ear lobes, legs 
other than yellow, plumage in white other than 
white, and in brown or black, white or gray, 
crooked backs, wry tails, white in face of 
cockerels. In rose comb, natural absence of 
spike, or comb falling over to either side.” 

The standard weights of Wyandottes are: 
gocks, eight and a half pounds; cockerels, 
seven and a half pounds; bens, six and a half 
pounds; pullets, five and ahalf pounds. They 
are disqualified when ‘‘the birds do not match 
in the show pen,combs other than rose, or fall- 
ing to either side, crooked backs, wry tails, 
twisted feathers in wings, shanks feathered or 
any other color than yellow, except in hens, 
which may be faded from yellow, solid black 
or white breasts, solid white or yellow ear- 
lobes.”’ 

In the Langshans, the standard weight is 
fixed as follows: Cocks, ten pounds; hens,eiglt 
pounds; cockerels, eight and a half pounds; 
pullets, six and a half pounds. To prevent 
disqualification they must be free from the 
following: ‘*Comb other than single, crooked 
backs, wry tails, vulture hocks, twisted feath- 
ers in wings or tails, shanks not feathered to 
reach end of outer toes, middle toe well feathe 
ered, beak, shanks or feet shaded in or in part 
yellow, yellow skin, plumage other than black, 
or under color other than black or slate.’’ 

The tenor of these disqualifications shows 
that the tendency isto a still higher degree 
of improvement in the several breeds and the 
future outcome ofa rigid adherence to these 
rules will be productive of great good. Health- 
ier, hardier and more proline fowls will be the 
possible result. A study of the points will be 
of great benefit to those rearing fowls.

The State Fails to Fix the Crime 
Upon the Defendant. 


SOPHIE HILL WAS NOT POISONED. 


Several Expert Chemists Testify as to the 
Symptoms of Strychnine Poisoning 
~Defendant Acquitted. 


The trial of James Jeter, for the murder of 
Sophie Hill, was resamed in Judge Richard 
H. Clark’s court yesterday morning at nine 
o'clock. In the court room was alarge crowd 
of visitors, most of whom were colored people. 

The first witness examined for the state was 
Charlotte Burden, whe’testified to the intense 
suffering of the dead woman. 

Dr. I. L. Couch testitied to having prescribed 
for Sophie when she was first attacked, saying 
his prescription contained no poison. 

Cross examined. by Mr. Moyers, he proved 
a valuable witness for the defendant, the 
syinptoms of strychnine poisoning as described 
by him varying froin those with which the 
dead woman was affected. 

Dr. W. F. Westmoreland, Jr., testified to 
having aided in exhuming the dead body. The 
Stomach was taken out and carried by witness 
to his office and turned over the next day to 
the county physician. : 

J. P. Hodge, of the firm of Hodge & 
Evans, chemists, the next Witness, 
received the stomach December 31st, 
from the county physician, took it in his buggy 
drove to several places and finally to his labo- 
ratory, Where he turned it over to Dr. Evans. 

J. W.-Norinan, policeman, talked with Jeter 
the day after Sophie's death about her inoney. 
He denied knowing where it was, and asserted 
that she had left it with some friend of her's. 

W. C. Gresham. Clerks for Joseph Boylan. 
November 28th last Jeter left $150 on deposit 
with Mr. Boylan and took receipt in his own 
name. About three weeks afterward he re- 
turned to see about it. This was before the 
coroner’s inquest was held. 

Here the state closed. Mr. Moyers opened 
the defendant's case by outlining the evidence 
to follow. He commented brietiy, but fecling- 
ly, on expert testimony and the chemical tests 
used by the state’s chemists. 

Professor J. M. McCandiess was the first 
witness for defendant. He testified at Iength 
as to what methods were most trustworthy to 
determine the presence of Strychnine in sus- 
pected matter, and explained the details of 
Stas and Otto’s test. Alcohol is used 
because of its affinity for the 
alkaloids. Should morphine be contained in 
the substance its presence might deceive a 
chemist, as its crystals and those of strychnine 
treated in the same way are exactly alike. 
The color test, witness said, was comparatively 
reliable, but.he would not swear to its infaili- 
bility in a case involving life, as there is an- 
other alkaloid (curarin) which, with the same 
reagents, give the same colors to those given 
by strychnine. The present knowledge of the 
animal alkaloids is very incomplete. What is 
known of them has been learned since 1880. 

Dr. J. McF. Gaston, a physician of forty-two 
years experience, gaye it as his opinion that 
deceased died from suppressed menses. This 
opinion was based on symptoms detailed to 
him by defendant’s counsel, as he did not see 
deceased. ‘The chemical test of Dr. Evans 


was incomplete and not conclusive. ‘The sub- 
stance found in the stomach should have been 
tested upon a frog. 

Dr. C. D. Jones has been in the drug 
chemical business thirty years; was 
poisoned by strychnine. Convulsions 

ronounced tetarus always follow strychnine 
poisoning. 

A number of witnesses swore to the circum- 
stances of Sophie Hill’s death, that she passed 
away quietly and without convulsions. : 

hk. H. Carter testitied that Sophie gave $200 
to Jeter a month before she diced; that they 
were engaged to be married, and were kind to 
each other. 

Dr. C.D. Murphy prescribod a torrie con- 
taining strychnine for Sophie Hill about ten 
months before her death. She got the inedi- 
cine, but witness cenld not say sheever took it. 

Jeter, the defendant, took the stand to make 
his statement. He isa striking figure,a fine spec- 
imen of the old plantation darky. He spoke 
at length of his relations with and love for the 
dead woman, and of their intended marriage, 
his eyes swimming in tears. He denied all 
knowledge of poison and declared that So- 
phie’s death was a severe blow and irreparable 
loss to him. _Asto his conflicting statements 
about the money he said, “it was hers, 
but she intended it to be mine. I claimed it 
because others who had no interest in it were 
trying to get it, but the next day my conscience 
whipped me. I sent for the police to come to 
my cell and made a clean breast of the truth.” 

Jefendant’s counsel here closed. 

Solicitor Hill sought in rebuttal to prove by 
Nora Nickles that Sophie had convulsions, but 
failed. 

Mr. Hill then said to ths court: 

‘‘At the outset, with the lights before me, 
I regarded this an outrageous case of murder, 
but in the face of the conflicting expert testi- 
mony introduced I cannot but have doubts of 
the defendant’s guilt, as I believe the jury 
has. I could not conscientiously ask for a con- 
viction. I wish to bear testimony, your honor, 
to the fact that this result was brought about 
by the scientific learning and legal skill of the 
defendant’s attorney, Brother Moyers. He 
has convinced me and I will allow him to take 
a verdict of not guilty.’’ 

This verdict was quickly signed by A. P. 
Morgan, foreman, and Jeter was a free man 
at three o'clock. 

Forty-eight hours 
seemed a certainty. 

Mr. Moyers received the congratulations of 
jurors and lawyers and an ovation from Jeter’s 
friends. After adjournmént Judge Clark 
highly complimented the management of the 
defense.

Captain Aldridge was satisfied as to the 
ownership of the bill, and hearing of the re- 
ward offered by thetloser, went to Mr. Bland- 
enburg’s home to have him identify the. bill 
Though the interest-bearing bill is a veritable. 
curiosity, not more than three or four being in 
circulation, the old man refused to swear that 
it was his, though he affirmed positiveiy that 
it was. It is stated in this connection that the 
old gentleman never took an oath in his life, 
and cannot be persuaded to do so under any 
circumstances. He illustrated his position by 
saying: 

“I have paid for that house there, and I 
"Cg it is my home, but I will not swear to 
t. 

Of course there was no other person except 
Mr. Blandenburg himself who could identify 
the bill, and the bill was turned over to the 
city clerk, in whore hands it has been ever 
since. 

Captain Aldridge laid that story before the 
police committee, and ask that the committee 
recommend to the council that the bill be 
turned over to him, as no owner has been 
found after continued advertising, and a strong 
chain of evidence tended to show that Mr. 
Blandenburg was the real owner. 

The committee were puzzled. Nobody 
doubted that the money belonged half to Cap- 
tain Aidridge, and half to Mr. Blandenburg, 
but was this enough to warrant them in turn- 
ing the money over to Captain Aldridge? 
Judge Pendleton, the assistant city attorney, 
was sent for. He thought that the old gentle- 
man must identify the bill before it could be 
turned over. Judge Tanner asked if the in- 
terest of Captain Aldridge would allow him 
to bring suit, or must Mr. Blandenburg him- 
self bring the suit. Judge Pendleton thought 
that Captain Aldridge could bring the suit.

After a Brief Illness, the Wife of Secretary 
James W. Warren Passes Away. 


Mrs. James W. Warren, wife of the secre- 
tary of the executive department, died at one 
o’clock yesterday at her home in Kirkwood.

End of an Important Case Involv- 
ing Large Amounts of Money. 


WHAT THE STOCKHOLDERS OWE. 


Judge Adams's Able Decision—The Relations 
of the Stockholders and Credit- 
ors—An Appeal Probable. 


After five days of patient listening to the 
arguments of the lawyers engaged in the Citi- 
zens’ bank case, Judge A. P. Adams yesterday 
morning rendered his decision covering all the 


points in the case. 
Verdicts were taken in accordance with the 


terms of the decision, 

While the judge was reading his paper the 
court chamber was filled with prominent law- 
yers, who'listencd attentively. 

It is probable that Captain Harry Jackson 
and Attorney General Clifford Anderson will 
carry the case to the supreme eourt. 

Below is the full text of Judge Adams’s de- 


cision: 
To the Superior Court of Fulton County: 

Hill & Thompson, assignees and complainants and 
Jokn Bilvey & Co., ei al,, defendants. Opinion of 
tee ae determining certain legal questions sub- 
mitted, 

Thorough and anxious consideration has conduct- 
ed us to conclusions, which now seem entirely clear 
and satisfactory. The limited time which the exi- 
gencies of the ease allow to the present purpose con- 
strains breyity inthe statementof the reasons by 
which these conclusions have been induced. 

Before advecting to that which, in our view, is the 
main pioposition and the cne which will control 
this case in its entirety, we dispose briefly of the 
other questions which arise upon the master’s re- 
port. Their aljudication herein may aid the final 
determination of this litization. 

It is apparent tiat the masier erred in holding 
liable as stochL holders those defendants who gave 
eubecriptions to Mr. Goodnow, or to others, and 
withdrew them before the organization of the com- 
pany. Mr. Goodnow was not a commissioner, nor 
was he authorized to act for the company, or for the 
members thereof, nor could he impart the assent of 
the company so as to com; lete the contract between 
it and the proposingsubscriber. Until the contract 
was thus efiectuated, the rightor revocation was pre- 
served. The undisputed testimony shows that 
these defendants were not in fact ac- 
cepted as stockholders; that their names 
bavee not at any time appeared on 
the books as stockholders, that they have never 
b. en so re: arded or so treated. Assuredly, there is 
neither reason nor authority to support the view, 
which asserts their Lability under these circum- 
stances. 

Equally obvious {fs it that had these disputed sub- 
scriptions ripened into perfect coutracts, the statute 
of limitations would have begun to run from the time 
of their di avowal, and would now prevent their 
ent scement. 

It would bea work of supercrogeation and a waste 
of time to cite authority in support of the two fore- 
going propositions. 

Ii may be remarked, fhat within the principles 
now ruled comcs the ease of that défendant, who 
was charged as a siockholder for 120 shares, but who 
was accepted and wis trated as, and who was in 
factand in law,the holder of but seventy shares. 
As io those detendants who adinit the Lfability of 
their subscription and whose stock was reduced by 
the rcs lution passedin January, 1874, 1t is clear, 
tha’ the statute of limitation dovs not effect the 
question of their liabiliiy. The siatute did not be- 
gin torun until the company became insolvent and 
cease | business. and the necessity for tbe assertion 
of this liability thus arcse. 

With reference to the etfeet flowing from a trans- 
fer of stock, we think it may be fairly said, that the 
conclusion 0. the master isas obviously correct as is 
the reasoning which led to itsadoption ;alpably 
erroneous. 

It is perfectiy clear that section 1496 of the code 
refers only to those cerjorations, the members of 
which have imposed upon them astatu‘ory perscnal 
liability for corporate deibts.- The charter of the 

‘jtigens’ bank attaehes to i's stockholders no liahbil- 
ity additional to that which existed at common 
law, and which would here exist without regard to 
this provision ofthe charter. If section 14% eects 
this company, it eflecis all corporations. But here 
we cai not think that we are in debatable territory. 

Just as apparent, however, seems another view, 
which supports the conclusicn. of the master upon 
this point, and deprive: tie transfers of elect in the 
determination oi the queston of lability here 
inade. 

When stock certificates show on their face that 
the sharcs have been paid in partoniy, the law im- 
plies a promise on the part of the transicree to pay 
the balance due on Calis, but no such promise is im- 
plied, when the certificates show that the sbares are 
iully paid and the Pilsferee so buys and reccives 
them, Tora fuil and satisfactory dicussion of tl 
question, see Judge Dillon’s opinion in the es. of 
Stracy vs. Little Rock Railroad company, 5 Dill, C. 
C,, pages 371, 372, 375 and 374, Also Thompson's 
stockholde:s, section 155. 

We haye not time to pause in the elaboration of 
the argument at this point, butitis susceptable of 
demonstration, thet purchasers from origin: 
seribers who contracted for and who receive 
fers of certilicates for stock fully paid, 
suine the linbility of these siibseribers, if any, 
paid shares. It will not be cla md, however 
transfe's of stock extinguish sucu a lability.

Upon the question made by the plea of bankrupyf- 
ey set up by Cook & Cheek, we remark that we have 
not lad the oppo: tunity for the satisfactory investi- 
gation of this ;o nt. |} u_ that it seems under the au- 
incrites, that this liability, if resting upon these de- 
fendints, was not discharged py the bankruptcy 
proceeding. See Thompson s tock holders, sections 
2id and .4> and notes and citations, 

We are entirely clear, that the settlements made 
by certain stoekholie:s with the assignees would 
hot protect em were they otherwise liable. 

Assuredly Judee’ Underwood's order ratifying these 
settlements was ior that purpose absolutely void. 

A judge of the superior court at chambers and at 
Vacation can only exercise such authority as is ex- 
prossiy conferred by Baiute. The code, section 24: 
and numerous decisions of the supreme court assure 
the truth of this proposition. 

Section 4221 chumeraivs certain proceeding which 
may be had by petition, including tl.ose taken in 
the exercise of the proteetive powers of chancery 
“over trust estaies.’” Section 4222 provides, that the 
courtof equily is always open and thatthe judge in 
vacatiouand at chambers, may receive und act 
upon “said petitions,’’ that 1s to say petitions au- 
thorized by toe previous section, We doubt, that 
the orderiatiiying sett ements already made may 
be revarded as coming within the proteetive powers 
ofchancery over trust estates, nor do we find in 
other sections of the code cited the express 
grant of authority which is necessary to sus- 
tain this order, We are inclined to think, 
tbere‘o-e, that the chancellor was without 
jurisdiction over the subject matter, and on this ac- 
count bis action in this partiewlar was without lc- 
galiefiect. But this is certainly true, that under 
Section 4228 of the coce, and by virtue of general 
and fundamental ahs ciples, notice to the creditors 
WAS tecessSary, and that without notice their richts 
could net be etiected by such en order. . Under the 
coce the notice is necessury to give to the cha: ¢ 4- 
lor this special jurisdiction, which he may exercise 
in Vacation and at chambers. The want. of ne.d:e 
isnotamere trreqularity. It is the al sence ot un 
element nec: 8.ary to constitute jurisdiction, 

toese seluecments were originally unauthorized, 
theiiin making hhom the assignees committed a 
breach of tiust. 

Can it be serious y contended that a trusiee, who 
has thus rendered hiniself liable, may go hefore a 
chancellor, and without notice to the e:stii i 
trust adversely interested, procure an order that \\ .il 
relieve him and dispoil his princi; al? 

Aiter a very careful consi e ation of all the 
authorities cited, and of others, we are wit ou 
any doubt as to the correeiness of the view, which 
impuzns as inoperative and inefiectual the settie- 
ments made by those stockholders, whosu: rendered 
claims against the company to discharge their al- 
laged liability fur unpaid subscripticns. Tois view 
grows out of the well established American doctrine 
that unpaid stock subscriptions coustitutea trust 
fund for the payment of all the creditors of the 
corporaticn. In some respccts, the helder of such a 
fund oecuyies the position of a tristee, with assets 
in his bands. When insolveney intervenes, he must 
resiore these cs:ets, endif he be a erediter, he must 
take his place in equa) association with other creai- 
tors, 80 Unat a i 3 adininistration of assets nav be 
had. Similar is his to the position of a shareholder, 
wio, having paid in his subscriptions, receives 
them back, leaving creditors unsatisfed, and from 
whom restitution is rejuired before he ean prefer 
ciaimns of bis owu against the company. We do net 
think that this view is in eoniict with any of the 
Georgia decisions, and we are sure that it isin har- 
m- ny with tie un‘form current ef authority. Here 
again, we may not elaberiie and must content eur- 
Selves with this statemcu! of our conclusion. Did it 
appear that these defendants were +o 
injured by the action of the assignees as 
to give them legal cance of ccmplaint, avainst 
the assignees only could such cause be asserted. It 
seems probable, howerrr, that such an assertion 
might be answered wit! the «llevation that the 
payments nade were wholly voluntary and gratui- 
tou: 

At the tame of the passege of the resolution 
in January, 1874, by virtue of which the <apital 
stock of this bank was reduced and certificates is- 
syed for the amounts paid in, no part of the present 
indebtedness ef the company was in existence. Our 
inquiry into the validity of this resolyticn, so far as 
it ahecis subscqueutiy arising claims, naturally | e- 
gins with a consideration of the principle, which 
underlies the question and which shonld guide us 
to its proper legal determination. 

. general rule is that members of a corporation 
are not liable for its delts. Mr. Thompson, in his 
work on the liability of stockholders, 

r section 9: 


hold the members of a corporation liable to respond 
to its creditors, but upon grounds entirely ccmsistent 
with this rule of the common law. In the silence of 
statutes, these courts do not assert, in opposition to 
the rule of the common law, that the members of a 
corporation are, by virtue of their status as such, 
liable to pay its debts, either a< original undertakers 
of as sureii2s; but such courts are, nevertheless, in 
many instances, able to aid the creditors of a corpo- 
ration, upon the ground that the members have in 
their on easets of the corporation, which, as 
agaipst its creditors, they ought not in 
good conscience to retain. Stockholders 
occupy this position when they have subscribed 
moneys to the capital stock of the cory. Pition, 
whieh they have not paidin. They are holders of 
the capital stock to the extent of the shares they 
have taken, until it is required by the company.” 

Section 10. “It isa fay« write doctrine of tne Amer- 
jean courts that the capital stock. and other prop- 
erty ofacorporation is to be deemed a trust fund 
for the payment ofthe debts of the corporation; so 
that the creditors have a lien or right of priority of 

a ae on it in preference to any of the stock- 

olders of the corporation.? 

Tie note to this section cites the statement of 
Walker, J.. in Torbell v, page 24 11., 47. who de- 
clares: “‘We are aware of no decision which holds, 
on the dissolution of a corporation thatany of its 
members becomes liable for its debts beyond the 
value of its assets he may have in his possession.” 

Regarding the question in the aspect that this 
statement of the principle presents, we inquire, 
what is there iu the law, or in reason, which pre- 
vents a corporation, when acting withinethejlimita- 
tions of its charter, from disposing of its assets with- 
out limitations other than those which qualify the 
right of anindividualto dispose of his property. 
Against the exercise of such a right by a 
private person no creditor can complain, except 
one whos? debts is atthe time in existence. Why 
should the principle be different when corporate 
action is to be passed upon? 

Again, the demand is made upon the stockholder 
upon the ground that he has assets of the co’; ora- 
ti.n in his possession, Why may he not reply that 
he has no assets of the corporation in his possession; 
that be was relased by by the corporation, when it 
was solvent, and when there were no claims against 
it now subsisting? 

Tbe charter fixed the minimum, as well as the 
maximum, of capital stock upon which this com- 
pany Was authcrized to pacts oe business. Below 
this minimum, of course, tne capital stock could not 
be reduced without legislative sanction. For the com- 
yd to do this would be to violate the law of its life. 

t is not questioned that the charter might have 
prohibited the reduetion of the stock below the 
umount originally.or at any time subscribed. Bat 
from the absence of such a provision and from the 
fixing of one amount asa minimum and another as 
& Inaximum, the implication seems nece-sarily to 
arise, that to corporate action is remitted the dis- 
cretion, within these limits, to diminish or to in- 
crease the capital stock, the rights of existing cred- 
it ors being preserved. 

At what period in the career of a corporation, ac- 
coriing to the complainants’ contention, is the cap- 
ital stock so fixed by the amount ectuaily subscri‘- 
ed as to prevent its reduction below such an 
amount? Shall we refer tothe amount origivally 
subscribed, orto the highe:t amountat any time 
taken? They hold to the latter view, as we under- 
standthem. Suppose thatthe subscriptions to the 
stock of thiscorporation had reached the maximum 
of $1,000,000, ard that the interests of the corpora- 
tion demanded a readjustment en diminution of 
its stock, does not the view seem unreasonable 
wh ch withLolds from the eorporation the power to 
effect this, and which denies the inclusion of this 
power in the general authority resident in the cor- 
poration to conduct its bustpess and control its af- 
fairs within the limitations of its charter? Is it an 
uncommon occurrence for corporations to reduce 
its :ubseribed stock, or to release some part thereof, 
and can any case be pointed out where legislative 
authority was sought for such action, unless the 
amount of capital stoek. as tixed by the charter, 
was to be decreased or enlarzed? 

The charter of this company proclaimed o notiee, 
that the capital stock could not be less than $200,000, 
nor more than $1,000,000; that it might be any 
amount between these two figures. Information as 
to the sum actually subscribed at any time could be 
derived and must have been sought from tue books 
and from the semi-annual ofliviab returns. The 
presumption, which would convey to creditors 
notice of the number of share originally subscribed, 
would equally convey notice of t!.e subsequent 
action whereby this number was reduced. Indeed 
there is very mic) stronger probability of notice 
resting upon the official returns than that a.ising 
froin the original subscription Lists. 

It is argued, too, with some ylausiblility, that if 
the amount of the capital stock is 'o b>? regarded as 
fixed by the action of the corporat on, that this ae- 
tion was not taken until the passage of the resotu- 
tion of January, 1874, when certiiicates of siares 
were for the first time issued.

this law cannot operate so as to impair the oblica- 


tion of contracts. It must proceed in subordination 


to this constitutional limitation. Hence it seems 
quite clear, that the assertion that future creditors 
have an interest ina trust fund carries withit a 
denial of the right of the legislature to impair that 
fund so as to eifect their claims. 

Counsel for complainants concede that the legis- 
lature may authorize the reduction of capital stock 
so asto affect subsequent creditors,and thus, we 
think, they concede the whole question. 

There is nothing to indicate that the action of 
this compiny was tainted by any fraudulent pur- 
pose, mor that it was insolvent at the time nor is 
this claimed. 

We do not think that the capital stock of this 
company can be reduced below the minimum 
amount fixed by the charter. If, as the result of 
the reduction made by the resolution ot January, 
1874, there be a deficiency, the stockhok’e s must by 
proportionate contribntions repair the deficiency 
then and thus occasioned and restore the fund to ita 
necessary dimensions. With this qualification only, 
our conclusion is, that these stock holders who acted 
in compliance with the resolution of January, 1574, 
are released from liability on account of the shares 
thus cancelled.
